Revised to coincide with the 
Associated Students’ Constitution, 
the new AMS. Constitution con- 
sists mainly of the following ad- 
ditions: 

AMS Officers — Provisions are 
made for the Sophomore Repre- 
sentative, Freshman Representa- 
tive, Commissioner of Publicity, 
Commissioner of Athletics, Repre- 
sentative at Large, and AMS In- 
tramural Representative; also the 
duties of each officer are more 
clearly defined. 

AMS Intramural Council — A 
new article, containing provisions 
for the: Intramural Council has 
been added. The Intramural Coun- 
cil will have all legislative powers 
of AMS. Under the chairmanship 
of Junior Stein, AMS Commission- 
er of Athletics, the Intramural 
Council will rule upon all protests 


of games and all questions regard- : 
ing eligibility of participants. This 


group will meet once a month at a 
time and place designated by the 
Chairman; special meetings may 
be called at any time by the Chair- 
man.

Use College Observatory 


Basic principles of binary star systems, galaxies and 
planets will be confirmed by SAC astronomy students with 
the use of the college observatory. 

Astronomy instructor, David Hartman said that this 
years students hope to receive benefits from observing 


conditions on the moon which may 
open the new field of space re- 
search to them. 

The most recent project com- 
pleted by SAC astronomists was 
the viewing of the Russian moon 
rocket. 

Don astronomy students first 
used the observatory at. the home 
of the late Atty. Clyde Bishop 
more than 30 years ago. He wel- 
comed the students to his Lemon 
Heights residence where the 8-in. 
refracting telescope and_ other 
equipment was located. It had 
been obtained after he worked 
with Mrs. Jennie Lasby Tessman, 
SAC astronomy instructor, now 
retired. 

After the 1933 earthquake forc- 
ed the college to move from the 
high school campus to a temporary 
site on N. Main St., the observa- 
tory was willed to the college by 
Bishop’s widow. 

Thousands of students have 
benefited from the use of the 
$25,000 observatory. Its use is 
well typified by Dr. Philip Taylor, 
a 1924 graduate, whose early 
training with Mrs. Tessman en- 
abled him to achieve fame as an 


astronomer,
